NEW YORK, Jan. 31.—Florent 


Lamont, formerly assistant stew- 


ard of the Red Star liner Lap- 


land, who was arrested Nov. 9, 
1927. with $100,000 worth of 
smuggled .iamonds in the heels 
and toes of his shoes, made a con- 
fession yesterday to Assistant Unit- 
ed States Attorney John M.’*Blake. 
The enormomts size of his shoes 
aroused suspicion of port officials. 
As a result of the confession, 
Federal investigators think they 
will soon be able te hreak up an 
Antwerp-New York diamond 
smuggling ring which is said to 
have been doing’ an annual busi- 
ness of more than $1,000,000. 
Lamont is from Antwerp, one of 
the largest diamond markets in 
the world. According to~ Blake, 
Lamont confessed he had brought 
in no less than 55 consignments of 
diamonds during the last year in 
packages averaging $15,000 in val- 
ue, or a total of $825,000.. All of 
them, he said, he had been able 
to deliver without any trouble. 
and according to his instructions. 
Blake did not make public the 
details of the confession, but said 
that Lamont. had named many 
jewelers and agenis here. Some 
of them, Blake said, were “women 
who had bought the diamonds for 
their personal use and women who 
had been go-betweens. 
Julius Wiler, Abraham Frank 
merchants, who were indicted with

Lamont was arraigned before

BOMBAY, Jan. 31.—Orthodox 


Hinduism apparently stood as a 
bar today to the marriage of the 
former Maharajah of Indore to 
Miss Nancy Ann Miller of Seattle, 
Wash. 

Wishing to have his chosen 
bride converted to his faith before 
he married her the former Hindu 
ruler is understood to have suf- 
fered a rebuff. Hindu priests at 
Nasik. a stronghold of orthodoxy, 
are said to have refused to coun- 
tenance such a conversion. 

A Delhi vernacular newspaper 
asserts that a prominent Arya Sa- 
majist leader and other leaders 
of the sect which seeks to reform 
the caste and marriage system of 
the Hindus, have expressed readi- 
ness to perform the conver- 
sion by Arya Samaj rites. 
Since conversion by Arya Samaj 
rites is not accepted by Orthodox 
Hindus as having the sanction of 
Hindu _scripture, it is doubtful 
whether the conversion would be 
accepted by the former Mahara- 


An indictment charging viola- 
tion of the still and mash sections 
of the internal revenue laws was 
returned in Federal Court today 
against C. Arthur.

The indictment alleged Cole had 
been operating a still at 6973 Ban- 
croft avenue and defrauding the 
Government of tax on distilled 
liquors. “ 

Evidence upon which he was in- 
dicted was presented to the grand 
jury by police after an investiga- 
tion prompted by a complaint that 
Cole had not paid a $400 bill for 
corn sugar, yeast and alcohol con- 
tainers. Police have been search- 
ing for him since Jan. 6, 

Cole was identified as the man 
who, under an assumed name, rent- 
ed the eight-acre truck farm at the 
Bancroft avenue address last Feb- 
ruary. He was seen there frequent- 
ly while the still was being oper- 
ated by several Italians. 

Last March the farm was raided

We should also note that out of such 
unreguiated management charges come im- 
mense sums spent for fighting the cause of 
the utilities in rate cases before commis- 
sions and courts, for lobbying in state capi- 
tals and in Washington, for general propa- 
ganda. The conumer pays for the am- 
munition of his opponent. 

There sometimes come to light cases 
where the holding-company managements, 
which have little or no cash invested in 
the utilfty, cause contracts to be made with 
other companies—such as supply and equip- 
ment companies—in which they are inter- 
ested, to the detriment of the utility. 


A NOTHER point at which the power 
combinations escape regulation is in the 
wholesaling of current from a company in 
one state to a company in another. State 
have no legal authority over the 
paid for such current. It becomes 
of the allowed expenses for the pur- 
chasing company. If the two companies 
were independent of each other, the bar- 
gaining process might perhaps be trusted 
to achieve a fair result. but often they are 
merely two hands of the same body. both 
having the same interest in the profits of 
either, profits made by charging high rates 
to the public. It is contended that such tn- 
terstate wholesaling forms but a small part 
of the total current used. But it is rapid- 
ly growing tn importance, as widespread 
interconnection proceeds. 

Are these matters of great importance to 
the individual consumer? The general de- 
fense is set up that rates for electricity are 
low. This defense seems to be largely ef- 
fective with the consumer, because he uses 
so little current. and because rates have 
fallen since pre-war days. He does not 
know that rates have mot falien nearly so 
much as the improved technique of the in- 
dustry would have permitted: He does not 
know that his rates are high in comparison 
with the rates tn effective publicly owned 
systems such ag that in Ontario: that they 
are unduly high in relation to rates charged 
industrial consumers.

Then they told me I could 
run in three meets only, but that 
I must name,three meets I wanted 
to run in.» After listening to the 
invitations of a dozen or more ath- 
letic organizations, I finally decided 
on three meets I most wanted to 
run in and sent that information 
to the Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee of the A. A. U. as requested. 
Still they do not grant me permis- 
sion, but dere that I come to New 
York to talk further with them. 
Perhaps I did not choose the right 
three meets. Perhaps they merely 
want to see me in person to see if 
I really am Dr. Otto Peltzer. I do 
not know. : 

“I have agreed to all the rules 
of the A. A. U. and the chairman 
of the Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee is to handle all of my expenses, 
to be paid by the three clubs 
where I run. I cannot believe there 
will be.any difficulty in the com- 
mittee’s sanctioning my petition to 
run in this country.”
